SIOUX CITY, Io., Jan. 19.—Senator 
John H. Jackson says he will support a 
bill in the Generel Assembly this winter 
giving cities of a certain clasp the option 
of adopting thy Galveston or commis- 
son plan of municipal government in 
place of the one which they now have. 
The bill would apply to Sioux City. 

The Galveston plan provides for the 
government of the city by a commission 


of three or four members and a Mayor, 


‘elééted at large, each to have a salary 
of perhaps $3000 a year, thus bringing to 
the work men who will specialize in city 
government and who will devote their 
time exclusively to it. 

Senator Jackson says he has given the 
Galveston plan of government consider- 
able thought, but added that he does not 
believe a bill should be passed forcing 
Cities to adopt it, whether they want it 
or not. 

“Put 1 do favor a bill making it op- 
cities of a certain class, say 
with a 10,000 population or more, to 
adopi it,”’ he continued, “Galveston has 
fried the plan with great success, and as 
Sicux City jis heavily taxed and con- 
fronted by conditions similar oat least 
financially, to those at Galveston, I see 
no reason why the plan might not work 
weil here. Gf course it is possible that 
five men, appointing all city officers and 
having charge of city’s finances, 
might be corrupt, but I believe if ample 
compensation is offered men of business’ 
ability would be attracted to the post- 
tions and if they are paid well enough |

STOCKHOLM, Jan. 19.—Owine to the 
serious illness of King Oscar and the 
slight hope that he will recover 
his strength owing to his advanced age, 
the Crown Prince has been called to the 
throne as regent and he and the Crown 
Princess are virtually King and Queen 
of that country. 

The Crown Prince should prove 
ideal ruler for the twentieth century 
subjects. Tall, slight, wtih a thought- 
ful, rather narrow face, and intelligent, 
sensitive eyes, this descendant of a 
small French provincial lawyer on the 
one hand and of a long ling of German 
sovereigns on the other, looks more like 
a civil engineer thane a future King.

Russian Consul Uses Weapon 
Wrested From Royal As- 
sassin Upon Self, 


LIVERPOOL, Jan. 19.—Col. Robert 
de Ceimann, the Russian Consul here, 
died at his residence at Aighurth from 
the effect of two wounds which he in- 


flicted on himself with a Turkish dag- 
ger, 

He had been driven to despair by 
financial trouble in connection with 
his estate at Warsaw. His servants 
were aroused the evening before by a 
revolver shot. They rushed into his 
apartments and found that he had 
fired av. himself and had stumbled 
against the sideboard. | 

He ordered the servants away and 
then seized a Turkish dagger and 
Stabbed himself in the region of the 
heart. His fall brought up the ser- 
vants again. They found him in a pool 
of blood. 

Four medical men were summoned, 
one of them being the Assistant Con- 
sul, Dr. Onraneiski, and they remained 
with the injured consul all night. Coi. 
de Geimann was unconscious until 
breakfast time. Then a telegram ar- 
rived from his daughter at Warsaw 
stating that all his troubles had been 
SaNsfactorily ended. Col. de Geimann 
litened to the message, and exclaimed: 
“It comes too late, too late.” A mo- 
ment afterwards he fell back and 
agaieqd, 

Col. de Geimann was formerly a 
colonel in the Imperial Russian 
Guards, and served tn the Russe-Tur- 
kish War. 

During the siege of Plevna he was 
the officer in charge of + woe guard 
of the Gran Duke Nicholas. He slept 
In an Outer apartment of the Duke's 
bedroom, and one night a Turkish 
Spy, frustrated by him In an attempt 
to reach the Duke, stabbed him with 
a dagger. Col. de Geimann killed his 
“assailant after a flerce struggle, and 
retained the dagger, with which he 
took his own Ife.

State Protects Itaelf, 


This precept was somewha | 
by article 1 of the law of Dee at ae 
of which the aim was to lay down rules 
of practice for the observance of the 
constitutional amendments of Sept. 2, 
ae The amplified clause was as fol- 

“State and church are independent 
each other. Congress cannot enact an¥- 
law establishing or prohibiting any re- 
ligion; but the State exercises authority 
over all of them in so far as relates to 
the preservation of public order and the 
observance of legal institutions,” 

The second article of the iaw of Dee 
cember, 1874, was a declaration of re- 
ligious tolerance and freedom of wore 
ship, in the following terms. ‘The State 
guarantees the exercise of all forms of 
worship in the Republic. It will only 
prosecute and chastise such acts and 
practices as, though sanctioned by 
forms of worship, involve a misdemean- 
or or delinguency under the criminat 
laws.” 

The same law, however, laid down 
that no religious service should be heid 
Outside of the churches. 

State Schools Independent, eee 

Other points comprised in the law 
we the declaration that marndage is 
a civil contract, the absolute seculari- 
zation of public instruction and the 
prohibition of religious orders. - 

But there are two points to which we 
consider that it is pertinent to draw # 
attention. 

It has been seen that the State, while 
allowing the free exercise of all forms 
of worship, reserved to itself the right 
of vigilance over them all, in so far as 
should be necessary for the mainte- 
nance of public order and te prevent 
any infringement of the general pre- 
cepts of the law governing such mat- 
ters, as, for example, the precept for- 
bidding open-air services. 

In other words, the State assumes 
certain police functions in regard to 
worship in the interests of peace and 
order and of the general welfare of the — 
community. 

It also undertakes to assure to lene 
ple of all religious faiths the free h 
of practising their particular forms o 
worship, and, therefore, assumes the 
obligation of protecting them against 
the attacks of the intolerant of 
creeds. 

Churches Must Be Reported, 

But, in order that it may perform this — 
elementary duty, the State needs to be 
informed as to the churches or other 
edifices in which religious worship is 
conducted, and, therefore, Article 7 of 
the law of December, 1874, laid down 
that when a venom “ge Foose! ~_ 
ship, notice must ve - 
covned to the local political authorities, 

This provision, which is un - 
ingly obeyed both by Cathol and 
Protestants in this country, is of special 
interest in view of the chureh conflict - 
in France, for many persons have 
claimed to find in the requirement in 
question a similarity to the notices 
which the French authorities were will- 
ing to accept, as legalizi religious 
worship, under the law of 1881, and 
which the Pope has idden the 
French clergy to give. 

Be this as it may, there can be no 
doubt that Article 16 of what be 
called the Mexican Separation Law is 
much more liberal and much wiser than 
the corresponding provisions in the 
French law for settling the status of e¢- 
clesiastical ed4fices and their contents, 

The Mexican law simply stated that 
while all churches which had been na- 
tionalized continued to be the property 
of the nation, the religious bodies in 
charge of them should remain, without 
any further formality, in undisturbed 
and exclusive possession thereof, with 
the privilege and duty of maintaining 
and “improving them, subject, however, 
to the State's right ultimately to dis- 
pose otherwise of the property if it 
should see fit. 

Here was a full aasertion of the 
State's eminent domain over tne 
churches, as national property, but the 
legislators of Mexico sagaciously avold-" 
ed running any risk of being foreed bY 
their adroit clerical opponents inte 
odium-breeding interference with @ 
given form of worship. 

The framers of the @eparation law in 
France have not fcllowed the same witt 
course, whether this be owing to the 
bureaucratic. or to the antt-ciastee 
spirit. or both.

At the lowest point the Colorado Desert is 283 feet 
below the level of the ocean. At its very edges, 
where the basin disappears into the foothills of the 
Sierra Madre and other surrounding mountain ranges, 
it is level with the sea. Owing to the Surrounding 
topography, incoming water might rise even higher 
than the level of the ocean before it would overflow 
and seek the Gulf of California.
